The accident is said to have been duo 
to the combined carele wness, or stti 1 1 i < 1 - 
ity, of three men— Herman Albrecht. 
the croasing keeper; Joseph FllUinigan. 
conductor of the street car, and Mitihuel 
Crogan, the driver. The facts, as gen- 
erally admitted, are as followat The 
guard gates had been lowered tor a 
passing freight train and werebeinf^ 
raised as the car approached the cross- 
ing. Albrecht worked the gates, and 
by hia own story appears to be guilty of 
gross careleasnesR. The tracks were 
clear on either aide, the electric lights 
illumined the tracks for a mile in each 
direction, and yet he did not see the 
Fort Wayne luuited bearing down on 
his crossing tt the rate of forty miles an 
Lour. 

As Albrei;ht raised the gates Driver 
Crogan whipped up his horses and in an 
instant was on the tracks just in front 
of the speeding train. The engineer 
pulled his whibtle valve, the crossing 
Keeper, driver and CA>ndnctor looked 
around for the first time and screamed a 
too tardy warmag . There was a crash, 
a score of hnman voices raised in the 
agonv of terror and the Htn^ct car and 
its burden of tourieen people were 
hnrled, splintei-ed and crusosd flfljr feet 
ahead of the train.

Thesi' were tenderly raised and 
were carried to the i-aloon, while then- 
fellow i>a.s.seni4ers, lei<s s<'riijusly injured, 
were helped to the same place, where 
the doctors waited on them.
